At no o n to day the Japanese 
legatio n lacked co nfirmatio n o f 
repo rts claiming the Japanese 
army had o ccu pied*Shanhaikwan 
while the latest Chinese o fficial 
repo rts stated the city was still 
in the hands o f the Chinese, who 
"repu lsed the Japanese attack." 
Fu tu re dev elo pments remained 
to day su bject to keen specu latio n 
here. Manchu rian headqu arters 
o f the Japanese take the v iew 
th at the clash was merely "an 
u nfo rtu nate

which was easily settled.” 
Gen. Chang Hsiao -Liang has 
instru cted his tro o ps to do no th­ 
ing to aggrav ate the situ atio n, it 
was stated.

. from interstate “bootlegging” to 
escape a sales tax. A plan tenta­ 
tively agreed upon would 
levy 
a two per cent tax on retail sales 
and expenditures for labor over a 
period of 2.6 months, with no in­ 
crease in selective taxes and no 
exemptions. 
Utah and California legislators 
also are considering a sales tax. 
In 
Oregon, 
Washington, Utah 
and Nevada, taxes on real prop­ 
erties are matters of major con­ 
sideration.

The m an who is perfectly satisfied to stay 
qu ietly a t home and let other people see the 
sights and hav e the adv entu res is alway s a bit 
of a pu zzle to most of u s. Monotony and bore­ 
dom are plagu es that we av ert only by great ex ­ 
ertion; 
it is hard to u nderstand the man who 
doesn’t ev en know w hat those words mean. 
So there is a good deal of interest in the story 
of tha t 8 3-y ear-old Ohio farmer who set ou t the 
other day to make his first trip to the city . 
This m an has spent all his life on a farm less 
than 30 miles from one of the largest cities in 
the middle west. 
Bu t—u p to a day or so ago— 
he had nev er gone into the city . He had nev er, 
for instance, seen a sky scraper, or a 
mov ing 
pictu re show, or a traffic jam, or any of the 
other delights of modern u rban civ ilization. In­ 
stead he had liv ed peacefu lly on his farm, qu ite 
content to remain ou t of the main cu rrent of 
life. 
When we read abou t a chap like this ou r first 
impu lse is to feel sorry for him, in a su perior 
sort of way . We tell ou rselv es tha t he mu st hav e 
missed a lot; stay ing pu t so placidly for so many 
y ears. 
Bu t may be the old gentleman hasn’t missed 
as mu ch as we su ppose. 
While other men hav e wrestled desperately 
with the noise and confu sion and hu stle of city 
life, he has had his qu iet fields, his slow rou nd 
of du ties u nder the open sky , his tasks that are 
performed to the gentle rhy thm of the seasons 
themselv es. 
In the place of jangling street cars, ru mbling 
tru cks and speeding au tos he has had peacefu l 
cou ntry lanes with springy earth u nderfoot; 
in 
place of a crowded su bu rban su bdiv ision or a 
jammed city apartm ent hou se he has had a 
home separated by many acres from any other 
dwelling; 
he lias been able to look a t dawns 
and 
su nsets 
withou t 
finding 
their 
beau ties 
dimmed by a smoke clou d; 
if he has missed the 
mov ies, he has had the u nending pageant of 
spring and su mmer and fall and winter, the 
nev er-faltering birth of new life in the warm 
grou nd— 
Perhaps, after all, this old chap who stay ed 


away from the city for fou rscore y ears knew 
what he was doing. 


WHAT IS WAR? 
To strengthen su ch treaties as the Kellogg 
anti-war pact, some congressmen are su ggesting 
that a new definition of war be adopted by the 
nations; 
and it begins to look as if that is a 
step that mu st be taken if any su ch treaties are 
to be made effectiv e. 
For a new fashion has spru ng u p in recent 
y ears—going to war withou t actu ally declaring 
war. 
Japan, for ex ample, has been a t war in M an­ 
chu ria for more than a y ear. Paragu ay and Bo­ 
liv ia hav e been at war for months. Bu t no dec­ 
larations of war hav e been made, and the na ­ 
tions inv olv ed are able to plead tha t su ch things 
as the Kellogg treaty do not apply for that rea­ 
son. 
When two armies collide in bloody battle y ou 
hav e a war, obv iou sly , whether an actu al dec­ 
laration has been made or not. It might be sen­ 
sible to bring ou r definition of war u p to date. 


THE STRAIN OF COLLEGE 
College stu dents are popu larly su pposed to be 
eare-frec y ou ngsters who spend far more time 
hav ing fu n than stu dy ing; bu t Dr. Lee H. Fer­ 
gu son, director of the stu dent health serv ice of 
Western Reserv e Univ ersity , tells the American 
Stu dent Health Association tha t college stu dents 
in general are stu dy ing too hard and working 
too hard for the good of their health. 
College cu rricu la, for one thing, are often too 
heav y for the stu dents to carry withou t u ndu e 
strain, say s Dr. Fergu son. 
For another, y ou ng­ 
sters who are working their way throu gh col­ 
lege carr}' a dou ble bu rden which in many cases 
is making them easy v ictims for tu bercu losis. 
To be su re. Dr. Fergu .son reports that some col­ 
legians are also play ing too hard; 
bu t in the 
main the pictu re he offers is that of a set of 
y ou ng folks who are desperately in earnest and 
who are sacrificing their health in order to get 
the edu cation they desire.
